St. Joseph, Alo., July 7.—Eleven per 
sons are believed to be dead, while 
scores of others are in danger of 
drowning 
in 
the 
floods 
that 
are 
sweeping Northwestern Missouri and 
in which a half dozen towns and 
cities are endangered. 
Houses and bam s have been wash­ 
ed a way, crops are threatened, thou­ 
sands of head of live stock lost and 
the rapidly rising waiters of the swol­ 
len creeks and rivers threaten other 
towns with damage before morning. 
At Pattonsburg today 
the 
con­ 
dition is critical. Perched on house­ 
tops and on the roofs of stores, wo­ 
men and children are exposed to a 
chilling downpour, while tim men, 
who have no boats are unable to res­ 
cue them. 
W ater stands eight feet deep in the j 
streets and is rapidly rising. Pro- ' 
visions have given out and- the re s -! 
cue parties from other cities have S 
been unable to get across the miles 
of water to the relief of the villag­ 
ers. 
At Chil I teethe, which is threatened 
from the overflow of the Grand Riv- [ 
ei\ business has been suspended since 
morning and the whole city is en­ 
deavoring to save itself from dan­ 
ger and to rescue other sufferers. 
Trenton has been surrounded by the 
flood; Gallatin 
is 
threatened, 
and 
along the Grand River a number of 
sm aller towns are flood-swept. 
Farm ers are heavy sufferers. Their 
homes have been washed away and 
a number have been forced to find 
shelter in trees. 
At Kansas City the Kaw and Mis­ 
souri aire both ricing. There is dan­ 
ger of a serious flood there. At Chil­ 


licothe the water is rising at a rate 
of eighteen Inches an hour. 
Kan-as City and St. Joseph re­ 
sponded to the call of distress and 
men with boats were hastily loaded 
on special trains and hurried toward 
the town. 
Four miles from the village limits 
they were halted by the floods and 
from there are now vainly trying to 
make their way against a mighty 
sweep of water. 
Houses are floating down the flood, 
l>arns and sheds and trees have been 
carried away, and it is feared that 
through 
the 
farming 
region 
there 
has been a heavy loss of life. 
The situation is worst at Pattons­ 
burg, where the water now stands 
eight feet deep in the streets and te 
still rising. 
Refugees have gone to the school 
building, which is one of the most 
substantial structures in 
the town. 
Two hundred and fifty people are 
said to be housed -there. 
In the mill, 
an 
old stone structure, 
near the 
banks of the river, a number of oth­ 
ers have sought refuge. 
A fire broke out late last night and 
there was no m eins of fighting it. 
One home, that of Dr. T. C. Worley, 
was destroyed, and -Worley and his 
family escaped on planks and are 
now in the top of a tree. They have 
•been there since last night and have 
not yet been rescued. 
Early -today a wogan load of boats 
left Chillicothe to rescue eight per­ 
sons who are in trees a; the edge of 
the flood. The rescuing party has not 
yet returned. 
Farmers who 
escaped 
from 
the 
flood have made thvir way to Chilli­ 
cothe. where they tell of a desperate 
battle against the water. Many of 
them waded out in water neck high. 
A few managed to float on planks un­ 
til they found 
places 
where they 
could wade. A numbr are in treetops 
and rescuers are seeking these, guid­ 
ed by the refugees themselves. 
The swift current makes the work 
rescue everywhere difficult. Even 
the water that has moved across the 
lowlands is moving swiftly and near 
che old banks of the creeks and riv­ 
ers, the current is so swift that it 
is very dangerous to attempt to row 
a boat. 
Late advices say that Trenton, a 
city of 5,000 in Grundy County, has 
been made an island by the over­ 


flow of the Bast Fork of the Grand 
River. East of Chilicothe 'Medicine 
Creek, far out of its banks, is caus­ 
ing heavy property loss and threat­ 
ens to increase the danger of the 
flood. 
The flood at Pattonsburg has put 
I bakeries and groceries out of com­ 
mission. .and already people are be­ 
ginning to suffer from hunger. Chil­ 
licothe, acting on a call for relief, 
sent out 
late tonight, prepared a 
thousand loaves of bread and sent 
them as far as possible on flhe Wa­ 
bash railroad. 
The train was stalled a few miles 
from Chillicothe and hacked to tim 
city again. Now the tracks are said 
•to be impassable. 
A -relief train with bread and oth­ 
er provisions was sent from Galla­ 
tin at daylight The train was startled 
at the edge of the flood about four 
miles from Pattonsburg.

be 500 kilos beyond the edge of that circle.
